IN NEW CALEDONIA 


Easter Sunday was a happy day 
for. Bill and. Henry Robertson 
when they met, for the first time 
in three years, in New Caledonia. 
A letter received this week by their 
mother, Mrs. Sadye Robertson, 
tells the story, William entered 
the Navy last year ‘and ig now 
Seaman Second Class (Radio Man). 
Henry entered the Army in 1940 
and was stationed at Schofield 
Barracks when the U, S. entered 


the war. The letter: 
April 9, 1644 
; Easter Sunday 
Dear Mom, 


Hope you all had a swell Bas- 
ter, I certainly did! They made it 
a day of rest for the Navy. I slept 
until about 8:20 and missed chow, 
After washing up and _ sitting 
around for a while a couple of us 
decided we would write a letter 
or two, We went up to the radio 
Shack, which is secured for a 
twhile, to type them. About 11:30 
I came back and lay in my bunk 
waiting for chow time. I had no 
‘sooner got in my bunk than 1 
heard someone asking for me in 
the next tent. They told them 
where I was and I was getting 
out of the bunk. I pretty near 
fell right back into it when Henry 
and Harold Young stepped into 
the tent, They both look swell, 
just as they did when they left 
three years ago. Neither hag 
‘grown or put on any weight but 
no one does while they are In the 
islands. I didn't have a hard time 
getting liberty and we headed for 
Henry's base. He is only about 
50 miles from where I am. They 
have been here for about two 
months now, We can’t say where 
in New Caledonia we are and I 
don’t know yet just how he was 
able to locate me. He is deriving 
truck for the outfit and I hope 
he's able to get here again. He 
seems pretty sure he will, He just} 
got my letter the other day. [ 
guess jt probably went back to 
Frisco first. I just got his letter 
yesterday. He had sent it to San 
Bruno, He sald in it to be sure 
and let him know where I was 
when I got out here, not that it 
would do much good because we 
would probably be 1,000 . miles 
apart, It happened that we were 
only 50. Well I was pretty excited 
as you can imagine and still am.

In the Jast few weeks in Washing- 
ton—and in London, too, for that 
matter-—there has been. a crescendo 
demand for an explanation of our 
foreign-policy, and it is reported that 
a similar cry is going up from the 
soldiers at the front—What are we | 
fighting for? : 

Secretary Hull attempted an an-

crities, There Will be furthersofficial 
efforts at elucidation. But at least 
one brass-tacks institution whose 
headquarters is {n Washington has 
come to the conclusion that before 
we can understand what we are 
fighting for, we must have a better 
understanding of what we think we 
want to fight for, Everybody on the 
allied side claims that democracy is 
the common grotind upon which all 
stand but there is considerable 
difference as to how each one defines 
democracy, 

Leaying the broader international 
aspects for a moment, 1 want to 
report a unique campaign of educa- 
tion whose purpose is to find out 
just what is meant by one specific 
phase of democracy about which we 
hear a great deal, namely, “free 
enterprise.” This organized effort is 
belng promulgated by the one group 
whose members use that term most 
frequently. 

And, as thelr leaders admit, fre- 
quently don’t know its meaning and 
often do not even subseribe to it— 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce,

“Businessmen dislike restric- 
tive policies of farmers and Ja- 
bot unions.

are indifferent or even hostile 
to possession of similar liberties 
by others of our fellow citizens.

|Keep America Ahead 
In Grim Competition

American facilities for de- 
veloping new models of mili- 
tary airplanes are being en- 
larged, and new personnel is 
being added to avoid a tragic 
thing that has happened on 
several occasions. New mod- 
els of planes have been sent 
into battle before they were 
thoroughly tested in the lab- 
oratories of the national ad- 
visory committee for aero- 
nautics, one of the govern- 
ment agencies least known 
because most of its work has

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Germans were to design aircraft that 
could outfly and outshoot our own— 
and those responsible for American 
aircraft design decieré that possibil- 
ity exists—the war in the air over 
Europe might come to a stalemate, 

The army and na-y have recog- 
nized the supreme importance of 
these laboratories by giving their 
employees special draft considera- 
tion, They are inducted into the 
army, and then transferred as {n- 
active reservists. They are always 
on call for active duty; but they do 
not wear uniforms and they receive 
civilian puwy and United States Civil 
Service status.
